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Informed Episcopal Church. 

Tho following is part of an address 
delivered latoly in Toronto by G. L. 
Bosrdmau, chairman at a musical and 
literary entertainment on behalf of 
Emmanuel Church, of tbo Reformed 
Episcopal body: — 

Ladies and Gentlemen, — My friend, 
tho Rev. Johnstone McCormick, the 
pastor of Emmanuel Church, has done 
me tho honor of inviting me to preside 
at this entertainment. While I feel 
my inability to act as chairman, my 
heart is in tho good causo, and I glad- 
ly do anything in my powor to assist 
our friends of the Reformed Episcopal 
Church at the West End, so you will 
pleaso bear with my deficiencies this 
evening. The Reformed Episcopal 
Church is only in its infancy, but for 
this lot not any one despise tho day 
of small things. Tho work is of God, 
and will flourish. At present its im- 
portance as a movement in the cause 
of pure roligion has not been fully es- 
timated. It should be the refuge of 
all Episcopalians who value God's 
truth and regard His law, to flee from 
idolatry and will worship. News has 
come from British Columbia that Doan 
Cridge's church has raised, during the 
last 16 months, more that ?10,;JO0,and 
is now sending him to the Syn od at 
Ottawa as a delegate, and to be conse- 
crated Bishop. This will make the 
fourth bishop appointed in its two 
years' existence. Tho progress of 
Ritualism is astounding; it is an active 
Jesuitical and subtle enemy to spiritu. 
al religion and Protestantism. The 
following extract which I cut from 
* this morning's paper, shows what it 
has done and is doing in England:— 

"The Tourists' Church Guide, an 
English periodical now in its third 
year of issue, gives a list of nearly one 
thousand six hundred churches in 
in which there is at least a weekly 
celebration of Holy Communion. It 
states that in 2^1 churches vestments 
are worn, in 715 candles aro placed on 
the altar, and that in 370 instances 
these are lighted in tho celebration." 

This information lifts tho veil, and 
gives us an insight into the progress 
of this dangerous heresy in England. 
It iB well known that Holy Communi- 
on once a week in tho Anglican 
Church means salvation for the soul 
by sacramental efficacy, and as to the 
other proceedings they aro purely 
Romish worship. If Ritualism had 
full sway it would fat out the vitals of 
the Empire, sap the foundation of 
liberty, it would establish priest-craft 
and tyranny, political and religious.

Tho struggle virtually lay be- 
tween two candidates, and tho ulti- 
mate test was the production of an 
essay upon political ecouomy. Tho 
candidates, being soatod in a room 
with the examiners, and having pens 
and paper placed before them for tho 
purpose of producing their essays, 
had proceeded for some time, when 
one of the candidates observed that 
his most dangerous rival, while sitting 
at the table, was frequently absorbed 
in thought, and appeared to find that 
tho position most advantageous to men- 
tal exercise was to lean back in his 
chair, and fix his eyes upon his 
knees under the table. The suspici- 
ons of Mr. A. being excited, he acci- 
dentally dropped his pen, and, stopping 
to pick up saw on t he knees of Mr. B. 
a book, which ho recognized as 
a volumo of Mr. Stuart Mill's Essays. 
With great presence of mind he wrote 
on a slip of paper a message to the 
following effect: — "I see your book. 
I will say nothing about it if you will 
quietly withdraw from the competi. 
tion." Mr. B. wrote back an answer, 
saying that ho "did not know what 
this might mean;" whereupon Mr. A., 
rising solemnly, denounced to tho ex- 
aminers the conduct of Mr. B. in res- 
pect of tho possession of tho book. 
Tho examiners asking for an explan- 
ation, Mr. B. rose and was indignant- 
ly donying the charge, when he fell 
prone on his face. At first it was 
thought that a fate similar to that of 
AnamaB had befallen him; but upon 
one of the examiners, in the hurry of 
the moment, flashing tho contents of 
a bottle of ink in his face, it was made 
clear that ho was only in a fainting 
fit, and presently ho recovered. The 
matter has excited a profound sonsa- 
tion throughout tho college, and is 
now, I believe, in course of investiga- 
tion.

Queen or Empress? 



The proposed visit of Lord Dufferin 
to British Columbia suggests the ques- 
tion whether the Queen should be 
called "EnipreBs" in this Province. A 
good many persons hero have express- 
ed their opinions, in conversation, on 
this matter, and we may, therofore.re- 
fer to the subjoct. Our roadors will 
remember that in deference to a sup- 
posed public wish in England, Mr. 
Disraelus Government promised that 
in proclaiming the new title, they 
would endeavor, aa far as possible, to 
limit the use of "Empress" to India. The 
proclamation, accordingly, adds to the 
Queen's titles that of "Empress of India" 
except in oharters and instruments "not 
extending in their operation beyond the 
United Kingdom." It was supposed that 
this would covor the whole ground. But 
it was not found to bo so easy a matter as 
waa supposed to limit tho Queen's now 
titlo to India. Doubtless the English 
Government did their best, but neverthe- 
less, after the proclamation was publish- 
ed, some contradictions of opinion arose 
in England as to tho construction and 
practical application of tho proclamation 
issued in the name of the Queen on tho 
advice of Mr. Disraeli's Government. For 
instance it was said that at tho coronation 
of the Sovereign in England, the full stu- 
tutary title mu6t be U6ed. Some held 
that in patents of peerages it must also be 
used. Unquestionably, the full statutary 
title must be used in tho commissions of 
officers of the army. Tho particular quea 
tion that affocta us is what must be done, 
outside of England, in otner parts of the 
Qut en's territories than India. In the 
colonies, it would appear that tho use of 
tho new title cannot, in strictness, be 
avoided, though probably thoro are few 
instruments in tho colonies in which, in 
ordinary practice, the full style and titles 
are required to be used. Colonial gov- 
ernments, we should think under our ex- 
isting constitutional arrangement, have the 
option of deoiding,if they please, upon the 
use of tho full stylo and titles in many in- 
struments running within their territory. 
Mr. Elliott's government may give Buch 
advice as they please to His Honor the 
Lieut. -Governor on this matter. One 
thing is perfectly clear, that, henceforth, 
tho statutary title must bo recited in the 
English formal instruments appointing 
Governors of oolonies. The patent of ap- 
pointment, for instance, of a Governor- 
General of Canada must contain tho en- 
larged style and titles, with tho addition 
of "Empress of India." It does not fol- 
low, however, that such style and titles 
must necessarily be used in the provinces. 
With respect to all instruments running 
in tho Dominion it will, as ahovo said, be 
for those who regulate the framing of 
them to judgo and decide for themselves, 
whether the new title may be convenient- 
ly used in accordance with the terms of 
the proclamation. What action Canada 
will take in regard to this matter remains 
to bo seen. It may bo as well for tho 
governments of provinces to follow tho de- 
cision and practice of tho government of 
the Dominion with respoot to the use of 
the enlarged titlo. Our corporations, 
churches, and other associations, many of 
which aro now preparing addresses to the 
Govornor-Goneral, will probubly do well 
to follow tno same course. The question 
appears to us to be one for their own taste 
an 1 decision. Our own view would be in 
favor of using simply tho old, woll known 
title. But if the corporation or other 
bodies choose to refer to tho Queen by tho 
designation of "Royal and Imperial Mi j- 
esty," tliero is nothing in the recent proc- 
lamation to prevent thorn from doing so 
within thiB province. There is a public 
soutiment which has to ho considered in 
all public acts. It is not nlwnys advisable 
to do that which is Btrictly correct. 

Hie Canadian Pacific Rail, 
way. 

Tho St. Louis "Globo-Democrat," 
in an article on the Canadian Pacific 
Railway, reviews the wholo subject 
from its initiation to tho present 
time. It says: — "Tho Dominion au- 
thorities have offered to build so much 
of the road as may bo necessary to 
connoct with the Northern Pacific, and 
theuco with the Canadian system of 
roads already in operation. Propos- 
als have accordingly been published 
for the construction of tho road, and 
contractors invited to come forward 
with their terms. Tho ofl'or of the 
Govornment bo far is to give $10,000 
and 20,000 acres of land per mile to 
any contractor or company, and, if 
this sum bo not suffioiout, to pay in- 
terest at four per cent., for twenty-livo 
voara from tho completion of tho road, 
on the bonds that may bo necessarily 
issued. It is said by thoeo who have 
opportunities for knowing, that from 
Fort Garry to the llocky Mountains 
the road can be built for $10,000 or 
less per milo, and that the proposed 
route lies through a fertile country, 
which will be settled up very soon 
after tho completion of tha road. If 
tho difficulties of tho construction 
through tho Rocky Mountains do not 
prove t oo .great, if all tho partios are 



satisfied to allow the eastern end of 
the road to' connect with the Canadian 
systom nlroady built, the]bonus\offGr- 
ed by the government ought to be suf- 
ficient to tempt contractors to under- 
take the job. The folly of construct- 
ing an expensive road through the ex- 
tremely rugged, barren and almost 
uninhabited region north of the lakes, 
cannot but bo apparent to all and tho 
usolossness of it when connection may 
bo easily made without it, is anothor 
argument against its construction. 
There appear to be good reasons, 
therefore, for believing that the threat- 
ened rupture between tho Dominion 
provinces will bo averted by this com- 
promise, and that tho value of British 
Columbia will bo enhanced by a quick- 
er transit of her produce' to market, 
while a very large and roiharkably pro- 
ductive tract of country in the inter- 
ior will be thrown open for settlomont 
and cultivation."

Tho 
board of health dad a special meeting this 
afternoon to consider what ia necessary 
to be dono in view of tho spread of the 
disease. A good deal of discussion was 
had as to tho means of getting rid of tho 
Chinese hospitals in tho centre of the city 
where smallpox patients aro harbored. 
Tho health officer was directed to notify 
tho six Companies to remove these pa- 
tients. 



EUROPE. 

London, July 18, — Tho 'Times' special 
from Parakin states that tho report of 
Gon. Olympics concerning tho Turkish 
cruelties, says tho Turks havo killed sev- 
eral hundred women and children in Bos- 
nia. They are cutting women aud chil- 
dren to piaces, throwing thorn in tho air 
and catching them upon bayonets. They 
out off the heads and noses of tho doad 
and wounded, while Turkish prisoners 
are treated liko Servians. 

Disraeli statod that tho dispatch from 
Elliott, Turkish Minister at Constantino- 
ple says the excesses in Bulgaria aro de- 
plorable, but the published reports aro 
grossly exaggerated; there has been no 
wholesale slaughter. The Christian in- 
habitants aro volunteering against tho 
Servians. Tho loyalty of Christians and 
Mohammedans against Servia is extraor- 
dinary,

Halifax, July 15 — Alfred Bush, trea- 
surer of tho Inter-Colonial Railway, has 
absconded, and is said to bo a defaulter. 



EASTERN STATES. 
Washington, July 17.— Tho Turkish 
minister received the following official 
dispatch from Constantinople, dated to- 
day: Nabyz Pasha attacked the Servians 
yesterday. After an engagement lasting 
six hours, our soldiers captured with the 
bayonet the entrenchment occupied by 
tho enemy, and defeated them completely. 
Largo numbers were captured. In con- 
sequence of the movement of Sultiman 
Pasha, the Servians abandoned thoir en- 
trenchments at Boliue Glarzo aud retired 
into Servia.

The students of the University of 
Roma have issued a Latin circular to 
all tho universities uf the civilized 
world, inviting their co-operation to- 
wards erecting a monument to Gior- 
dano Bruno, on the sceuo of his mar- 
tyrdom in tho Campo del Fiori. 

New Zealand. — DiBcovory of Silvor. 
— The existence is announced of an 
oxtensivo deposit, of galena, very rich 
in silvor, at Hokitaka, on the west 
coast of the southern island of New 
Zealand. The miners in tho neigh- 
borhood had long known that tho 
locality contained abundance of gale- 
na, but as compared with gold it was 
not thought worth working. Steps 
havo only just been taken to ascertain 
its commercial value. 

Hazardous Descent into a Cbatebis 
Iceland. — Shetland papors stato that 
two enterprising Icelanders have ex- 
plored the volcanic region of tho Dyg- 
yur Jelden. They suceooded, under 
great difficulties and dangers, in de- 
scending into tho crater of tho volcanic 
Asyn, whore, at about o(J0 feet below 
the uppor margin, they reached the 
bottom, and found themselves on tho 
brink of a luko of seotliing hot water, 
which was apparently of great depth. 
Near tho southern extremity of this 
lake tho ground was broken up by 
fissures and pools, which prevented 
further progross in that diroction, 
while the entire space rosouiided with 
tho noieo of loud subterranean thun- 
der. North of tho great crater tho 
explorers fouud au oponing about 000 
feet wide, which appeared to bo of 
about equal depth, from which issued 
denBo masses of sulphurous smoke, 
accompanied by loud and deafening 
sounds.

A Scheme for Popunltiiig tho 
Sandwich Islands. 

[Honolulu Advertiser.) 

Tho bill of Hon. Mr. Martin to aid 
the repeopling of the Islands, of 
which previous notice had boon given, 
was road before tho Houso of Tuesday 
last and was ordered to bo printed. It 
is worthy of consideration — not how- 
ever for its depth, but for its supremo 
absurdity. For the benefit of our 
readers who are fond of fun, wo ap- 
pend a copy of tho bill as printed : 

Section 1. In order to carry out 
His Majesty Kalakaua's wish as pub- 
lickly oppressed by Him, that tho 
main policy of His Government 
should be to increase and recuporato 
this race; therefore, power is given to 
His Majesty, through His Minister of 
tho Interior, to travel and inspect 
within tho boundaries of this King- 
dom, in all tho districts wherein somi, 
and native Hawaiians resides, and see 
personally tho manner in which Haw- 
aiians live, aud to note tho same par- 
ticularly, in order to learn why this 
decrease, and learn tho bost means of 
increasing this raco. Therefore; 

Seo. 2. His Majesty shall, through 
His Minister of tho Interior, repair 
and rebuild all tho houses dedicated 
to the name of Jehovah now lying in a 
ruinous condition, of whatever creed, 
which tho old chiefs had proclaimed 
for the name of Jehovah, became tho 
members who furnished and repaired 
said houses havo decreased; but the 
members shall join iu this work. Aud 
when these houses of the name of Jeh- 
ovah shall be finished, then His Ma- 
jesty shall personally enter the said 
houses of the name of Jehovah to meet 
and confer with His subjocts, for hu- 
miliation before Jehovah, to aid in in- 
creasing the Hawaiian poople. 

Sec. !3. When this work of His 
Majesty is done, then, tho Minister of 
tho Interior shall institute, in tho 
name of His Majesty, and build a 
number of School Houses in tho Eng- 
lish language, two on each of the gu- 
bernatorial districts ; ono for boys and 
one for girls; these schools shall be 
built apart from ouch other, where tho 
pure Hawaiian seedling and semi- 
Hawaiians may be properly cared for 
and in order to increase this race, and 
in this way ; all tho boys shall bo taught 
in all branches of knowlodge; in the 
mechanical arts like the schools in 
Europo and tho United States of Amer- 
ica, in Franco, and other places; and 
these boys shall stay in thoso schools 
until they shall have arrived at the 
ago of 20 years. And for the girls, they 
shall bo instructed in knowledge and 
trained as mothers and as Supremo 
Judge in tho Hawaiian family, and 
those girls shall remain in said schools 
until they shall reach tho ago of 18 or 
if not at 20 years old. 

Sec 4. His Majesty, through His 
Minister of tho Interior, shall send for 
good and learned teachers from Eu- 
rope, and bring them here for those 
schools, but they shall be marriod 
people, or else thoy shall be woman 
teachers, similar to Miss Ogden, do- 
ceased; and these teachers shall bo 
bound by the Minister of the Interior, 
under proper agreements and good 
sureties for tho term of not less than 
5 years, and not one of these teachers 
shall be chosen from any ono living in 
this Kingdom, or who are at all fam- 
iliar with the customs of Hawaii nei, 
they shall bo strangers who do not un- 
derstand any of the native traits, so that 
the children will be taught entirely 
traits taught iu Europe, France, America 
&C, and the rising melioration will bo 
a now class in theso traits for Hawaii 
nei. 

Sec. 5. Tho name of theso school- 
houses shall bo called, viz: far the 
boys. "For Jehovah to establish and 
continue tho Hawaiian race." And 
for girl "for Jehovah to increaso the 
raco and multiply again with people." 
And at the said schools, strangers shall 
bo strictly prohibited, unless thoy 
havo permits from tho Minister of the 
Interior, except tho parents of tho 
children in said schools, if their names 
are written on tho list of parents in tho 
hands of tho teachers. 

Sec. 0. And in order that these 
schools shall bo safe, and not liablo to 
bo entored by tho raco destroying 
worm; therefore a strict tabu shall bo 
observed aud none of tho scholars al- 
lowed to loavo the preoints of the 
school, or bo allowed to return to tho 
homes of thoir parents until tho ex- 
piration of the period set by tho law 
for theso schools. And during tho 
examination term of said schools, the 
Minister of tho Interior may advortiso 
in tho city nowspapors the time of 
such examination of said schools, so 
that tho public may visit tho children 
of tho schools, which aro calculated for 
tho increaso of this race. 

Sec. 7. And before tho time of ex- 
amination of thoso schools, aftor tho 
completion of one or two years, tho 
Minister of tho Interior may send per- 
sons who understand photography to 
thoso schools, to photograph girls who 
havo arrived at tho ago of sixtoen, aud 
tho boys who havo arrived at tho age 
of eighteen, and to place theso photo- 
graphs in tho hands of the teachers, 
and to place them in a conspicuous 
place; among tho boys tho photo- 
graphs of the girls, and likewise among 
tho girls thoso of tho boys, with thoir 
names cloar and distinct under each 
photograph to show clearly tho objoct 
in view, tho increase of tho raco, bo- 
ioro the legal ago of tho boy or girl, as 
Btated in this law. 

Sec 8. And when thoso children 
shall loavo thoso schools, thoy shall 
then havo boon bound in the bonds of 
matrimony by marriage among the 
sch'ollara of tho schools ns stated in 
this law, or elso perhaps from among 
somo good family suitable for increas- 
ing tho raco living within this King- 



dom. After tho bonds of matrimony 
shall have boon performed, the Minis- 
ter of tho Interior may recognize and 
givo the children of said schools gov- 
ernment employment, if thoy are 
known to bo capable. 

Sec 9. This law shall take effect 
from and after tho date of its appro- 
val. 



State Trials at Athena. 



A correspondent writes to us under 
date Athens, May 0: — "Tho trial of 
the late Boulgares Ministry, impeach- 
ed of tho unconstitutional use of the 
lloyal prerogative and thoir official sig- 
natures, and of forcible intervention 
in tho election of Deputies, boyan on 
Monday last, and on the following 
day was adjourned to the 28th of next 
September. Tho object of tho ad- 
journment, as stated by the President 
in court, was to allow the defence 
timo to procure witnossos whom the 
prosecution, in ignoranco of tho law, 
had prevented them from calling; but, 
as stated by tho same authority els- 
whoro, was to render compliance with 
tho wishes of tho Government. Some 
seo in tho evident existence of a hid- 
don motive an indication that those in 
power wish the matter to proceed no 
further; but, though undoubtedly 
their zeal has cooled, 1 behove that 
tho high temperature wo aro enduring 
was tho sole cause of tho postponement 
of the case. Tho proceedings aro in- 
teresting, not only as a vindication of 
Constitutional liberty in a state 
whore tho struggles of despotism and 
anarchy form a historic series, but 
also from tho porsonal reputation of 
some of tho accused. Boulgares, tho 
ex-Premier, is tho son of tho Boul- 
gares whom Kutchuck Hassein, on 
the potition of the Hydriots, appoint 
ed iu 1802 as the first governor of 
thoir island to suppress the assassins 
who then hold the people in terror 
Tho son, frecpiontly in the oilico under 
Otho, directed the movement which 
resulted in the dethronement of tho 
King, and became President of the 
Provisional Government. In tho civil 
war which ensued he was driven from 
power, and having under King 
Goorge again become Premier, ho was 
forced to resign in April of last year, 
and now stands impeachod with his 
colleagues. Gribas, tho ex-Minister 
for war, is the son of a Romoliot chief, 
the cruelty of whose bands afflicted 
the Moreas after tho murder of Capod- 
istras, and who rose first at the head 
of his wild Acarnauians against tho 
authority of King Otho. He common 
ced his march on Athens, the insur- 
rection spreading as ho moved, aud 
tho sacking of the town soomed inevitable. 
At i\lissolongh ho died, and so opportune 
was the time that some attributed his 
death to poison. His son, tho present 
defendant, made his way to Athens and 
obtained groat influence; but, moro of a 
soldier than a statesman, he was unable 
to maintain it by constitutional means, 
and finally, in concert with Koroiiaios, 
turned his artillery against the buildings 
of his nativo place aud the livos of his 
countrymen. Triggeta, tho ex-.Miuister 
for tho Navy, as an officer in tho Army, 
played an important jwrt j n tlio Revolu- 
tion and Civil War. Nikolopoulos and 
BalasHopoulos, Ministers respectively for 
Justice and Ecclesiastical Affairs, now in 
gaol, havo been less conspicuous. Tho 
former has for many yoars followod the 
fortunes of his father in-law, boulgares; 
tho latter, a wealthy doctor, has been but 
onco in oflice. All tho acensod are men 
of Western education. Tho sequels of 
tho Into .State trial for sinomiacal appoint- 
ments to bishoprics have not beon eredi- 
tablo to either State or Church. Balass- 
opoulos and Nikolopoulos wero found 
guilty of bribery and condemned to im- 
prisonment. They wero accordingly plac- 
ed in the gaol set apart for criminals of 
their class, a building leased to tho Sta'o 
at au enormous rent by their former col- 
league, Triggeta, when in oflice, and in 
which Nikolopoulos had previously con- 
lined Mr. Trikoupi, the late Ambassador 
in London, for acting upon an over-esti- 
mate of tho freedom of tho Greok Press. 
Put so loathsome was tho place that 
it was found necessary for tho pre- 
servation of their health nud life 
to remove them back to tho Mili- 
tary Hospital, Oh the conviction of 
tho three Bishops the verdict was official- 
ly intimated to the Synod of Athens, and 
a Government commission of Theolo- 
gians appointed to consider tho matter 
found that tho Prelates had committed 
simony nnd had consequently forfeited 
their sees. At their first sitting the Synod 
was not unanimous as to tho course to bo 
pursued, four members holding that the 
condemned Bishops ought to be deprived 
while tho Archbishop of Athens consider- 
ed that suspension for a term would be 
Sufficient punishment. But sitting fol- 
lowed sitting; one by ono the dissentients 
were won over to the opinion of their 
Metropolitan, and finally Holy Synod 
delivered its decision to tho effect that 
simony hud not beon committed, and that 
suspension for three years is tho only pun- 
ishment which tho Church will inflict. 
The Government Commissioner refused 
to countersign this judgement, and with- 
out his signature it is abortivo.
